hath taught this Certaintic by her owne Articles : 
She hath reenforced it by an expofition of Her 
Articles, it hath bin explained and enlarged, by 
Articles of Lamberts, it hath bin raught by Her 
moſt eminent Soxnes, the Reverend: Fathers the 
Biſhops of this Church, and the Profcflors of Di- 
vinitie , who are truſted by her, to deliver her 
ue thoughts, aud Tenents in Divinitie to her 


children. And we-ſce that it hath alſo bin fealcd' 


up &ſetled in Articles of-the Church of /relaxd, 
betweene which Church, and the Church of 
England, to make a comraritie and oppolition is 
arhing of extreame danger and abſurdirie. 

And*firſt for her owne Articles. In the Arti. 
ce of Pradeftination our Church reacherh : the 
Certaintie of S«/wetion-diners wayes. One way, 
is by making Selxartox to depend, on ſuch acon- 
ancand fare E/ecF5ow, that-it bringeth the Elet 
conſtantly ro Sefvairrow. A conftant Decree of E- 
tecion, brings the Saints conſtantly and aſſuredly 
through rhe way of Salvation, vnto the wayes end, 
even Salvation it felte. This conſtant bringing of 
the Ele 20 Salvation, we may find in theſe words.

And that this bringing to Salvation , ts notin 
the wayes end only,butin the way ic ſelte,the par.

tion plainely ſhew, whichareto follow in the next 
conſideration. But here by the way, let vs note, 
that this bringing to Salvation, by aconſiaut and 
certaine Decree, carries with ita Ccrtaine, and al. 
{ured Saluation, even by the confeſhon of the E. 
nemyes of ir. For in this very reſpc&, becauſe it 
induceth acertaine and conſtant Salvation, they 
reie& itz asthat which croſſeththeir inconſtancic 

and mutability of Salvation. This Dorine of cer. 
eaintie crofleth their dofrine of Incertainty, and 
therefore their doctrine of incertainty , croſicth 
and reieeth this dorine of Certainty. For wal 
they know that it muſt be a certaine Saluation, 
which is wrought and brought to paſſe by acor- 
ſtant and abſolute Decree of Ele&tion. Therefore 
to plant:this Apoſtacy, and that men though E- 
leted may haue leaue to fall from Salwation it they 
will, thcy wake an Election , which followetha 
man, vpon the condition oft his foreſcene perſe- 
verance.

The natural 
percerveth not the things of God, bat they are 
jwabnes ro him, And, The worldin the wiſdome of 
world knew not God. Now by the ſamercaſon, 
dc more of this wiſdome that knoweth not 
0d, and that counts Gods wiſdome to be foo- 
Wneſſe, che more doth the wiſdome of God 
O ſecme 
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feoliſhneſle to.it. Thereforethere were nogret 
er cnemies and oppolers to the Doarine of God, 
then Politicians and Philoſophers , both which 
wete vnited in that moſt able N,varo/ man, and 
moſt venemous aduerſary of Chriflienity, Inlim 
the Apoſtate.

furely if Hume wifdowe had neede to be put of ſon 
in the receauing of any fpirituall Do&rine, it ha A 
needeeſpecially to-bee latd afide in receauingt! ma 
Do&trine ofthe Grace of God, For that Doarng} - 
is very ſpirituall, it yes high, and rhe top of! fre 
picrceth the clouds, and hides it ſelfe in heauen wW 
be adored rather chen to bee diſcerned. Andie ,; 


the great Apoſtle himſclfe: doth Icaue it. Noi

theſe high, and woſt ſpirituall doArines, offend 
theeyes of naturall wiſdome, which enioyeth 
thoſe ſecters chiefly which it ſelfe comprehen- 
deth, and accounts atranſcendent wiſdome to 
be fooliſhnes, So the Ow/e thinks day to be night, 
and the ſwmweto beea caule of blindneſle; bur 
the Night goes for day , and the ſetting of the

forethe wit of man, offended with the puritie of 
this ſpirituall doQrine, hath invented a doctrine 
of its owne which exceedingly agrceth, with the 
witof man-har barc it; tor here{ though not in 
2 better caſe ) the Mother is the Nwrſe. The wit 
of Man hath made a Foard in the depths of God, 
ithath found outthe wayes that are paſt finding 
out, and where $.

on Foote , that Reirgion may ſerue for a ftalking horſe 


fo catch fooles, and be pretended to ſerne Twracs, 
For | yet hatten to a Sixth Policy, and that is a 
fearefull one, even a Policy to looſe Religion, 
Land and all. For thereis not a ?olicy more ad. 
vantagable to the Spamard, then to bring in Di- 
viſion intoa Land, by bringing in Armmianiſme. 
This is not words,but deeds,which | ſpcake. For 
even this Divikon, had almoſt forteited the Low. 
countries to the Spantard, And whom the warres 
of ſo many yeares, did wake ſti]! ſtronger, the 
peace of a few yeares with Arminaniſne bad al- 
moſt broughtrtoruine. And it is wel knowneto 
ſowe thar haue travelled, that this very Counſel 
hath ben given tothe King of Spayne, by an cx- 
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ecrable Author, for the deſtrution of Fngland 
and the Low-countryes, even to bring in this doc- 
trine, which now hath gotten the name of Arm;- 
nianiſme. Bur farce bee it from vs, fo to deuide 
our ſclues, by opinions, that we ſhould make our 
ſerues weake, and eur cnemies firong. Let vs 
much rather like brechren , which quarrelled be- 
fore, calt away the quarrels, and joyne together 
againſt a common Enemy, both of Church and 
State. Let vs ſtriue to putour ſeluesintothe 
fame Religion, into the ſame vanity, wherein 
God proteRed, and proſpered vs, againſt this de- 
yourer of Ewrope, and his Inwincible Nawies. Wee 
neede no other Religion, no other vnity to pre- 
vaile againſt him- hereafter', then that wherein 
we haue miraculouſly preuailed againft him here- 
wore. Theſame God of truth and peace, will 
detend vs.in the ſame Truth andthe ſame Peace. 
And I doubt not but the heart of che Parliamene 
isto this Truth and Vnity!, and fully refolu- 
ed,, to paſſe by that path vntoall due ſer- 
uice, and fit ſupply , chatway tend ro the- 
ſtrength of -H I M,whois called in the 
Scripture The breath of our Noſtrills, 
and the confuſion of His 
and our Encmies.
